Health Department and the 
State Department of Health 
have become interested in the 
free flow of the drug-like cap- 
sules. 


Dr. Tracy Jones, president 
of the Harlan County Medical 
Society, and Dr. S. L. Andel- 
man, county health officer, 
said yesterday they were act- 
ing “to do something about it.” 

The problem is one of the 


Police Department’s biggest 
“headaches” according to Asst. 
Chief of Police Avery Hensley. 


“More than half of the men 
and women we lock up for 
drunkenness are ‘hopped up’ 
|from nembutals,” Hensley 
said. “We have had several 
crimes committed by nembu- 
tal addicts. 

Dr. Jones reported that two 
deaths in the county recently 
were attributed to the barbi- 
turate. 

The problem facing the po-| 
lice and health authorities is} 
the finding of the source of 
supply. 

Police authorities are not 
| blaming drug stores. They say 
that while some may come 
from the drug stores, the sup- 
ply in the hands of bootleg- 
gers indicates a far greater 
source. They said they want 
either state or federal authori- 
ties to look into the situation. 

The federal action, if any, 
would have to come through 
the Federal Pure Food and} 
Drug Administration because} 
the nembutals do not come|
